1. Mr. Jackson asked each of the Assistant Directors to 
make a check on the individuals currently employed by their offices 
as consultants and to report who they are and why Cla. needs tnem as 
consultants. He stated that the Deputy Director for administration 
had an over-all list and could aid in this checking. He stated that 
the list should include consultants who had been used on one-time 
operations.

2. Mr. Reber presented a paper on requirements ■which recom- 
mended that 0/IC provide the coordination necessary in developing 
guide-type requirements and in reconciling difficulties arising on 
support requirements. It was further recommended that a Cla He quire ment 
Committee be establisned. After discussion the proposals submitted by 
O/lC were approved and Mr. Jackson asked that a report be submitted by 
AD/IC witnin a month on the question as to whether there should be an 
IaC Requirements Committee . 

3- Colonel Baird reported that Robert Ramspeck h^d been 
appointed Chairman of the Committee to decide on government participa- 
tion in area studies by the Social Science Research Council. 

Colonel Baird will represent CIa and present to the Committee the 
general area and language needs of the agency. 

Colonel Baird presented the schedule for the indoctrina- 
tion course starting on la June. He pointed out that nominations had 
not been received for all of the slots that CIA had been allocated in 
the Naval Intelligence School.

Intelligence School whicn had been disseminated to the Assistant 
Directors on 9 April had been inadvertently handed to another agency. 

Mr. Jackson asked each of the Assistant Directors to determine whether 
any of their offices were responsible for this.
